Lord Robert Cecil Says British | 
Merchantmen Must Only Fire 
in Self Defence 


(By Morning Bulletin Leased Wire.) 

LONDON, Feb (on the eve of} 
the debate set by Germany for the 
beginning of her mew submarine cam- 
paign against armed merchant ships, 
Lord Robert Cecil, minister of war 
trade, has issued statement giving 
the British view of the status of such | 
merchantmen, This statement, which 
is in angwer to questions as to wheth- 
er merchantmen have been instructed 
to take the offensive against submar- 
ines, says: 

“The British view has always been 
that defensively armed merchantmen 
must not fire on swhmarines or on any | 
other warships, except in self-defence 
The Germans have twisted ‘a passage | 
in a document taken from a transport 
which they sank, into meaning that 
merchant vessels have instructions to 
take the offensive. This is not so, 

‘The passage in qtfestion, which | 
lays down a maximum cistance  be- 
yond which merchant ships are ad- 
vised not to fire, must be read in con- 
junction with another passage which 
makes it perfectly clear that mer- 
chant vessels must mot attack unless 
a submarine show unmistakeable | 
hostile intentions.”

IS GIVEN DISMISSAL 


Council Decides Residents 
Are Entitled to First 
Consideration 
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References were made to the 
lydro-Electric bylaw in council yes- 
terday afternoon, when the quesiuon 
of what the council should do regard- 
ing the Cunningham injunct.on was 
brought up. Notice was served upon 
the council last week that George 
Cunningham intended to seek an in- 
junction in the courts to nuclify the 
hydro-electric bylaw, tbut in view of 
the repeal of the agreement the mat- 
ter of the injunction was laid over, 

Alderman Calder made a motion 
that the city solicitor be instructed to 
defend the action of the council and 
look after the interests of the city 
in the courts and this swhsequently 
carried, 

Some of the aldermen thought the 
injunction would not come before the 
courts now that the bylaw had been 
repenied, One member of the council 
suggested that perhaps the hydro 
people might try to get an injunction 
against the repealing bylaw. It was 
eventually deeided, on a vote being 
taken, to adopt the motion of Alder- 
man Calder, and the ctty solicitor will 
be instructed to look after the city's 
interests and the action of the counell 
in the matter. 

Alderman Calder asked that all the 
correspondence that was brought be 
fore the special power committee be 
placed on the table for all the alder- 
men to see, and he also wants to know 
how many meetings the’ committee 
held, and where they were held, 

Whiston is Dismissed, 

The council decided that the pres- 
ent is not time for bringing men in 
from outside of the city and province 
to take positions in tHie-city, and went 
over the head of Supt. Lowery, of the 
telephone department, in dismissing 
Clifford Whiston, recently (brought 
here from Sudbury, Qnt., and given 
a situation as a cost clerk. He is a 
brother of A, K. Whiston, who ,has 
been conducting sundry investigations 
into different departments 

It was Alderman MacDonald who 
first raised the objection to the ap- 
pointment at a former meeting of the 
council and yesterday after gathering 
the facts regarding the appointment, 
presented them to council, The vote 
his dismissal was unanimous 

Alderman MacDonald sald it was a 
matter that the council should never 
have ‘been called upon to deal with 
He did not want the council to do the 
work the superintendents should do, 
but the man should never have been 
appointed. He said he could get 
twenty-five men in the city who can 
fill the position as well as Whiston, 
and who would be glad to earn $75 a 
month Some might possfbly argue 
that their action was unjust to Whis- 
ton, but it was far more unjust to 
those rater ers with families who 
were in need of a job. He moved 
that Whiston be given a months not- 
jee that his employment with the city 
will terminate at the end of March, 
which was seconded by Alderman, 
Picard, and carried, 

Citizens Should Get Preference, 

During the discussion Alderman 
Calder said that they should adhere 
to the precedent they had set in this 
case In all cases where there are 
any jobs to be given oft the prefer- 
ence should be given to the married 
man and the ratepayer, He said 
young men have been taken into the 
employ of the city within the past 
week who sald the reason they do 
not enlist is because they do not be- 
lieve in fighting for the empire. 

Alderman Bush said if what the 
previous speaker had said was true 
the commissioners should dismiss 
those men, and Alderman Wilson 
thought they should have a report re- 
garding the statements made by Al- 
derman Calder, 

Want Time Extension, 

On account of the prevailing con.’ 
ditions during the past year and the 
difficulty that is being experienced in 


| fnaneing, the Edmonton, Stock Yards, 


Limited, are appealing to the city 
council to be released from one of the 
clauses entered into between the com- 
pany and the eity, In the agreement 
drawn up between the respective par- 
ties the city agreed to install public 
utilities at the stock yards for which 
the company were to advance the 
cost of installation, the cash thus ad- 
vaneed to be returned to the Stock 
Yards, Limited, when they had ex- 
pended the sum of $50,000 in equip.

as not later than March 9 next. In 
the evént of the company falling to 
comply with their end of the bargain 
they were to forfeit what they had 
already put in.

Re- 
plying to the observations of the lead- 
er of the opposition in regard to the 
suggested administration of the liquor 
act through the attorney general's de- 
partment, the member for Coronation 
devoted a good deal of time to a de- 
fence of the department in connection 
with the administration of law anc 
order and the liquor license laws, He 
said the provincial detectives were 
entitled to credit for stepping into a 
city, owing to the laxity of a police 
force, and straightening things out. 
Emancipation of Women, 

As to the equal suffrage measure, 
tn one paragraph, he said, was em- 
bodied the complete emancipation of 
the women of Alberta. They were 
given equal rights with men ‘both in 
legislative, clvic and rural municipal 
affairs and he hoped the clergy of the 
province would alter the marriage 
service and take the last step in the 
direction of the freedom of woman-
